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FOREWORD 


In  i960  the  Pacific  Southwest  Forest  and  Range 
Experiment  Station  wrote  the  Hawaii  Forestry  Divi- 
sion: 

Our  desire  is  to  employ  [common] 
names  in  Forestv  Service  publications 
that  are  consistent,  acceptable  in  Hawaii, 
in  harmony  with  naming  practices  on  the 
mainland,  and  in  the  case  of  wood  products, 
to  encourage  the  adoption  of  names  that 
will  not  come  into  conflict  with  the  names 
of  other  woods  that  have  been  accepted  by 
the  forest  products  industries  on  the  main- 
land.   It  seems  evident  that  some  effort 
will  be  required  to  determine  the  most 
generally  satisfactory  names. 

This  check  list  is  the  first  step  in  that  effort. 
It  will  serve  as  the  guide  for  Station  publications 
until  a  more  detailed  check  list  can  be  compiled  and 
publighed.

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NATIVE  AND  INTRODUCED  FOREST  PLANTS  IN  HAWAII

When  mainland  foresters  began  work  on  an  inventory  of  Hawaii's 
timber  resources,  they  found  a  rich  and  largely  unfamiliar  forest. 
Besides  native  species  of  tropical  or  sub-tropical  plants,  the  forests 
contained  many  species  introduced  from  tropical  and  temperate  zones 
around  the  world.    One  of  the  minor  problems  of  survey  foresters  was 
the  variability  in  common  names  used  for  species  of  this  rich  flora. 

Many  native  species  had  attractive  Hawaiian  names,  but  sometimes 
Hawaiians  had  given  the  same  name  to  all  native  species  of  a  single 
genus;  sometimes  each  island  of  the  Hawaiian  group  had  a  different  name 
for  a  single  species.    Some  introduced  species  had  become  known  in  the 
islands  by  common  names  used  for  other  genera  or  species  in  other  forest 
regions. 

Adoption  of  uniform  common  names  was  highly  desirable.  This 
paper  is  an  attempt  to  compile  a  check  list  of  preferred  names.  The 
list  contains  three  parts:     (a)  trees,  (b)  shrubs,  woody  vines,  and 
herbs,  and  (c)  an  index  of  common  names.    In  the  first  two  parts  the 
plants  are  listed  alphabetically  by  scientific  name.    The  generic  name 
is  followed  on  the  same  line  by  the  family  name.     Then  follow  the 
specific  names  with  common  names  at  right.    Where  several  similar  or 
closely  related  species  of  a  genus  bear  the  same  common  name,  the 
scientific  name  is  replaced  by  the  abbreviation  spp.  (species,  plural). 
Synonyms  often  used  are  inserted  in  parentheses,  and  misapplied  names 
also  by  the  words  "of  authors . " 

We  have  been  guided  by  the  Forest  Service  Tree  and  Range  Plant 
Name  Committee,  by  Little's  discussion  of  common  names, »  and  by  Marie 
C.  Neal,  botanist  of  the  Bernice  Pauahi  Bishop  Museum  in  Honolulu,  who 
not  only  checked  common  and  scientific  names  in  an  early  draft  of  this 
list,  but  also  contributed  to  the  compilation  of  the  list.    We  are 
especially  grateful  for  her  help.

For  example,  when  one  or  more  Hawaiian 
names  are  given  to  different  species,  we  have  somewhat  arbitrarily 
listed  one  of  these  as  the  preferred  name  and  the  others  in  parentheses. 
Would  a  different  choice  he  better?    Until  such  questions  are  settled, 
we  hope  this  list  will  prove  acceptable  as  an  interim  attempt  to  clarify 
and    standardize  local  usage.
